Dr. Raymond Chisum, 
President of Douglas 
MacArthur State Technical 
College, has announced that 
the college campus has been 
selected as a test site by the 
Air Force Tactical Communi- 
cations Test Office in Fort 
Huachuca, Arizona. Tests 
will be conducted during the 
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month of August. 

The Air Force Test Office 
is conducting tests on the 
AN/TRC-170 Digital 
Troposcatter Radio. Testing 
includes gathering sufficient 
data to write a systems 
manual on radio link 
engineering in the 4.4-5 GHz 
range. A vital part of the test 
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is gathering weather 
information in the common 
volume. The city of Opp has 
been identified as the radio 
link between Maxwell Air 
Force Base and Eglin Air 
Force Base, according to

regular basis, typically four 
launches a day, five days a 
week, at six-hour intervals. 
This number might be 
increased depending upon 
the need of the tests, 
according to Major Nye. 
Plans are to locate the 
test facility adjacent to the 
Textile Technology 
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Department and overlooking 
the lake. 

Dr. Chisum stated that 
the Air Force has agreed to 
conduct seminars on the 


tests for students — at 
MacArthur Technical 
College as well as for 


interested citizens during the 
period of the tests. 
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The results of the California 
Achievement Test have been received 
by all school systems in the state and 
according to Coffee County Supt. of 
Education John W. Vaughan the test 
results proved ‘‘Children attending 
class in the Coffee County School 
System receive an education as good as, 
or better, than others across the state.’’ 
“The test is given annually across the 
nation,’ said Vaughan, ‘‘and in 
Alabama all students in grades 2 - 4 - 5 - 
8 and 10 take the test to determine the 
areas of achievement in reading, 
spelling, language and mathematics. It 
is one of the most recognized tests given 
by, schools.’’ 

“I am proud to say the Coffee 
County School System ranked above the 
national average in all levels of 
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“Ranked in Top Counties 
In State’, Vaughan says 


testing,"’ added Vaughan. “Our 
system ranked in the top 25 of all 
systems in the state and in the top 10 in 
county systems. Overall, I am very 


pleased! This is the first time ever our 
system has scored above the national 
average in all levels. The emphasis on 


ranking the classes is misleading 
because the composition of the classes 
vary, but all our levels did very well.”’ 


‘The test shows that in comparison 
with other systems we are doing a good 
job in  instruction,’’ continued 
Vaughan. ‘‘The improvements in our 
system are phenomenal over the past 10 
years and the credit goes to everyone 
involved.”’ re 


Georgia Couple Arrested On 
Drug Charges Last Week 


A Columbus, Georgia couple 
arrested in Elba last week has been 
charged with five counts each of 
obtaining drugs by fraud and state law 
enforcement authorities expect 
additional charges to be filed as the 
drug related case continues to unravel. 

The couple, identified as Larry 
James Davis, age 36, and Judy Rebecca 
Davis, age 33, were placed in the Coffee 
County jail after the arrest and were 
later transferred to the Barbour County 
jail, in Eufaula, where the warrants 
were signed, 

Grady Gibson, an investigator for 
the Alabama Dept. of Public Safety- 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation, 
reported the couple had been under 
investigation for three weeks in east 
Alabama. It was believed the couple 
had been visiting doctors for treatment 
of obesity, then stealing prescription 
pads from examining rooms. It is then 
believed the couple would take a 
legitimate prescription from the doctor

for the drug ‘‘Preludin,’’ a narcotic 
taken orally as an aid in weight loss, and 
then trace an identical prescription onto 
the stolen pad. According to Gibson, 
the pills, which cost 50 cents each as 
prescribed, are sold to drug users for $7 
- $10 each. The users then melt down 
the pills and inject the drug into a vein. 

The couple, again according to 
reports, had been operating in the east 
Alabama area recently and Elba Police 
Chief John Ed White learned that the 
couple was possibly coming to Elba. 
The couple went to the office of Dr. 
Donald Crook on Tuesday, May 31, 
under police surveillance and was 
stopped while leaving town on Smith 
Avenue. A search of the car revealed no 
stolen prescription pads; however, after 
being interrogated for three hours the 
couple confessed to stealing pads from 
Dr. Crook and then forging 
prescriptions for the drug in Eufaula 
and Brundidge. The Georgia couple 
told authorities they had been using

2 Men Charged 


In Livestock 


Thefts 


The arrest of two North Alabama 
men on charges of theft of livestock may 
have closed the book on the recent 
thefts of 225 hogs, 11 cattle and 1 horse. 

The arrest of Dennis Crane, age 21, 
of Haleyville, and Douglas Ray Stevens, 
age 35, of Brilliant, came following an 
investigation that touched eight 
counties and two states. Taking part in 
the investigation were four livestock 
theft investigators from the State 
Stockyards and Brands division of the 
Dept. of Agriculture and Industries, 
along with officials from the Mississippi 
Dept. of Public Safety. 

According to county livestock 
investigator Frank Chirico, 225 hogs 
were stolen in Marion County in early 
May, while on May 18, eleven cattle and 
one horse have been recovered, The 
remaining animals were disposed of at 
various sales barns across the state. 
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Results of the California 
Achievement Test, a standardized test 
given statewide to all second, fourth, 
fifth, eighth and tenth grade students, 
have been released and Elba Supt. of 
Education John Osburn reports that 
overall the results are better than in 
years past. 

““We are as pleased as could be in 
grades two, four, five and eight,’ 
stated Osburn, ‘‘and when compared 
with the state average we're in good 
shape. In the tenth grade we can see a 
lack in reading and math, but there is a 
simple solution to the situation and that 
is to put more emphasis on the subjects. 
In math, the tenth graders showed a 
four month gain over last year, but we 
are already making plans to strengthen 
the math program.’’ 


“In our school system,’’ said 
Osburn, ‘‘we use the test results as an 
indicator of how the students in our 
system compare with other students 
nationwide on standardized test 
questions. One area identified as a

In recent 
years many educators have used the 
test as a means of comparing school 
systems, which was never the intent of 
the test. The danger lies, when used as 
a@ means of comparison, in that the 
testing doesn’t allow for differences in 
composition of student bodies. You 
can’t compare results, you can only use 
them to spot strengths and weaknesses 
in your own system.”’

PRESSURE COOKER 
GAUGE TESTING 


Don’t forget, I will be at 
the Human Resource Center 
on Lee Street in Enterprise 
on June 1, from 10:00 a.m. to 
2:00 p.m. to test pressure 
cooker gauges.

These companies scale styles 
for taller women to fit the 
smaller, petite figures.

Petite means 
narrows shoulders, higher 
armholes, shorter sleeves 
and waists and slimmer 
jacket bodies. Pockets, 
collars, seams, darts, and 
decorative elements often 
need to be _ positioned 
differently.

CEILING FANS q 
Ceiling fans, which use 
only slightly more power 
than a large light bulb to 
Operate, are very efficient 
home furnishing items. 

Each fan only uses about 
100 watts. At six cents per 
kilowatt-hour, the fan costs 
six cents for every 10 hours 
or about 42 cents per week. 
You can’t be that with an air 
conditioner! 

A 36-inch fan is usually 
enough for small rooms such 
as breakfast areas, small 
bedrooms or kitchens. You 
may need one or more 52 
inch fans for dens, living 
rooms or large bedrooms. 

If you just can’t do 
without the air conditioner, 
then use a ceiling fan with 
your air conditioner and set 
the thermostrat higher. 
You'll save about seven 
percent for every degree 
Fahrenheit the thermostat is 
set above 72 degrees.

CANNING 

Several homemakers 
have already told me they 
have been. canning string 
beans. Stfing beans are a 
low-acid vegetable and must 
be put under pressure. 
Quarts are pressured for 25 
minutes, pints for 20 minutes 
and both sizes at 10 pounds 
of pressure. 

If you need your pressure 
cooker gauge tested, I can do 
this at the office. Call me if

LIQUID LEVEL IN JARS 
How can you prevent the 
liquid level in home-canned 
foods from dropping? There 
are many factors that cause 
liquid loss from jars during 
processing. Perhaps one of 
the following causes was the 


result of your problem. There 
may have been an excess of 
air in the jars; be sure to 
remove air bubbles. The 
food may have been packed 
too tightly or too full causing 
the food to boil over and start 
a siphoning action. It may be 
that the lid was partially 
sealed. Partial seals tend to 
lose liquid. Be careful that 
the lids are centered on the 
jars and bands are screwed 
down evenly and firmly. If 
liquid loss occurs during 
pressure canning, be sure 
that the pressure is kept 
constant and the canner is 
allowed to cool slowly.

MOLE CRICKET UPDATE 


Mole crickets damage 
lawns by feeding on roots, 
stems, leaves and by tunnel- 
ing up the grass. They leave 
hole in the ground about the 
diameter of a pencil. The 
tunnels they make give the 
turf a spongy feel as you walk 
across it. They are seldon 
seen during the day. They do 
most of their dirty work at 
night. 

To be sure that you have 
mole crickets, you might 
want to mix one-fourth cup of 
laundry detergent in a gallon 
of water. Pour this mixture 
onto a damaged area. In five 

1S minutes you will 
probably see one or more 
crickets that have been 
driven to the surface. The 
flushing won’t control them 
but will help you know for 
sure what you have. 

To help in controlling 
mole crickets, apply 
chemicals late in the day 
when they are likely to be 
near the soil surface. Baits 
are more effective from mid- 
July on. For treatment now, 
use 5 percent Diazinon or 25 
percent emulsifiable 
Diazinon or you can use the 2 
percent granular Diazinon. 
After applying these insecti- 
cides, water the lawn 
thoroughly immediately after 
applying treatment. 


RABBITS 

Jackie Davis in the Ino 
Community' and his family 
are in the process of building 
a 30 by 60 feet rabbit 
growing facility. Davis is 
concentrating on the New 
Zealand white. He has a 
couple of dozen does now 
and plans to add about 15 
does each month until he has 
40 to SO regularly producing 
does. 

Davis expects a litter of 
rabbits every six weeks from 
his does. He and his family 
have been interested in 
rabbits for several years. 
They are learning more 
about rabbits as each month 
passes.

TIMBER MARKETING 


Sometimes pulpwood 
buyers convince landowners 
to clear-cut 25-year-old pine 
plantations by offering what 
sounds like a large sum of 
money. They tell the land- 
owner their timber will never 
be worth as much again as it 
is today. That may be true in 
the eyes of the buyer but a 
sawtimber buyer may have 


a completely _ different 
opinion. 
In many cases, the 


landowner will be better off 
to cut the poor quality trees 
for pulpwood and hold the 
better quality trees another 
five to 10 years before selling 
them for a high value 
‘product. 

If you have some timber 
to sell, it will pay you to seek 
the advice of a professional 
forester in drawing up a 
management plan for your 
woodland property. If you 
need help in a management 
plan, call the forestry 
commission office in New 
Brockton at 894-6734. Wayne 
Roberts and Bob DeVaughan 
will discuss with you the help 
they can give in helping you 
market and manage your 
woodlands.

HORTICULTURE TIPS

THINNING FRUIT 


Thinning fruit increases 
its size, color and dessert 
quality. It also reduces limb 


breakage, helps maintain 
tree vigor, promotes regular 
flower production and 
reduces alternate year 
bearing. 


The amount of thinning 
depends on the kind of fruit, 
varieties grown and how 
early they ripen. Earlier 
ripening varieties of peach 
and plum need _ heavier 
thinning. For example, it 
takes about 40 healthy leaves 
to produce one quality apple 
or peach, 

Thin peaches six to eight 
inches apart, apples and 
pears four to six inches apart 
and plums three to four 
inches. 


PEAS 


Southern peas continue to 
look very poor in a lot of 
gardens. If you have peas 
turning yellow and dying, 
you are not by yourself. The 
peas I have checked that are 
in this category have very 
few roots alive, if any, and 
this root damage seems to be 
associated with wet soil. If 
your garden has any shade, it 
seems to be in this area 
where the ground warms up 
the slowest in the morning. 

If you have a poor stand, I 
would suggest just re- 
planting. Chances are that 
most of these peas will die. 
The ground is warm enough 
now for the plant to go ahead 
and grow as it should. You 
will probably. be peas ahead 
by going ahead and re- 
planting the areas showing 
yellow leaves and dying 
plants. It seems that white 
peas are worse then purple 


hulls. 


COTTONY CUSHION 
SCALE 


Cottony cushion scale is 
doing some damage to 
several ornamental type 
shrubs this year, particularly 
the silver leaf maple tree. 
The cottony cushion scale is 
an insect that has a soft 
cottony covering and most of 
these will have a little brown 
to black end to this mass of 
cotton. Inside this mass will 
be an insect that is sucking 
the plant juices. You may 
find them on the underside of 
the leaves or on the younger 
limbs of the trees. 

To control, spray with one 
of the following: Malathion, 
Diazinon or Orthene. The 
spray should have been 
started back in early Spril. 
The scales are more difficult 
to control at this time of the 
year. Spray three times at 
two-week 


intervals now. 
Spray two or three times 
again in August and 
September. 


COWPEA CURCULIO 

The Cowpea Curculio is a 
small, black-snouted beetle 
that punctures the side of 
pods of peas and beans 
causing their eating value to 
decrease. This little insect is 
smaller that a boll weevil but 
looks very similar. 

When you disturb these 
insects, they sull up and fall 
on the ground immediately. 
A large number of these can 
completely ruin a pea crop. 
They are very difficult to 
control. 

There are four chemicals 


recommended for control: 
Sevin, Methoxychlor, 
Pydrin, and Methyl Para- 


thion. Pydrin and Methyl 
Parathion are _ restricted 
pesticides, and you will have 
to have a permit to buy them. 
I have heard reports last year 
that Sevin was no longer 
doing a very effective job in 
controlling these insects. 
The timing of the sprays 
will probably help in control- 
ling them. You should start 
spraying when you peas 
begin to bloom and them 
make four applications four 
days apart. This spraying at 
four-day intervals is very 
important. If you have had 


problems in the past, you will 
probably have problems 
again this year, so start 
spraying early and stay with 
it.
